Annual  Report 


Office  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 

Wilmington,  Del.,  August  1,  1901. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  houor  to  submit  herewith  my  official  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1900,  and  ending  June  30,  1901,  together 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  in  my  judgment  are  necessary 
to  secure  efficient  work  in  the  Department. 

The  past  year  has  been  remarkably  free  from  crimes  of  a serious  nature, 
and  in  most  cases  the  offenders  were  promptly  arrested  and  punished. 

The  tables  presented  in  this  report  give  in  detail  the  work  done  by  the 
Department  for  the  year  just  closed,  and  a careful  perusal  of  them  will  show 
that  the  duties  which  are  delegated  to  the  officers  have  been  faithfully  per- 
formed. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I would  suggest  to  the  Board  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  force,  as  some 
of  the  districts  are  much  too  large  for  the  officers  stationed  on  them  to  properly 
patrol  them,  and  it  has  become  absolutely  necessary  to  station  officers  at  the 
different  street  crossings  where  the  street  railways  cross  each  other’s  tracks,  to 
do  this  work  in  a manner  that  would  reflect  credit  to  the  Department  it  would 
require  an  increase  of  not  less  than  fourteen  additional  Patrolmen,  and  I would 
therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  petition  the  Council  for  an  extraordinary 
appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  necessary  for  such  an  increase  in  the  force. 

I would  suggest  that  the  Board  take  some  action  towards  procuring  a new 
Police  Station,  as  suggested  by  my  predecessor  two  years  ago.  The  conditions 
that  existed  then  have  not  changed  and  the  need  of  a modern  Police  Station  is 
more  apparent  every  day. 

The  City  Solicitor  having  in  1899  rendered  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the 
Board  to  lease  a suitable  building  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Police  De- 
X>artment,  I would  recommend  that  some  suitable  building  be  leased  for  a term 
of  years,  and  be  converted  into  a modern  Police  Station. 

I would  also  suggest  to  the  Board  the  necessity  of  the  Department  owning 
or  leasing  their  own  stables  for  the  accommodation  of  the  patrol  wagons  and 
horses,  and  to  have  the  said  stables  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  amount  now  paid  annually  for  boarding  the  horses  would  in  my 
opinion  cover  the  cost  of  maintaining  a suitable  building  for  the  use  of  th§ 
Patrol  Station.

Wilmington,  Del.,  June  30,  1901. 

To  tlic  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  eighth  annual 
report  covering  the  operations  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Telegraph  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1901. 

The  system  comprises  the  following: 

Police  Telegraph. 

One  cabinet  in  Police  Station  containing  switch  board,  register  and  dupli- 
cate, patrol  wagon  call. 

One  indicator  in  patrol  station. 

Forty-one  police  reporting  stations. 

Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Nine  engine  house  gongs. 

Fourteen  tapper  gongs. 

Ten  indicators. 

Five  bells  and  strikers. 

One  six  circuit  repeater. 

Switch  board  and  lightning  arrestors. 

Sixty-six  fire  alarm  stations. 

Three  cables  and  cable  boxes. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  miles  of  line  wire. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  cells  of  storage  battery, 

Total  value  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  System,  $35,000. 

In  my  last  report  I called  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  placing  our 
system  in  underground  conduits,  but  thus  far  nothing  has  been  done  to  accom- 
plish this  much  needed  improvement.  While  much  has  been,  and  is  being 
done  in  the  other  city  departments  to  better  the  condition  of  streets,  buildings, 
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parks,  etc.,  our  appropriation  is  invariably  cut  down,  by  reason  of  which,  com- 
paratively little  can  be  done  tor  the  betterment  of  our  system. 

During  the  past  year  it  is  noticeable  to  all,  and  especially  to  frequent  visi- 
tors to  our  city,  that  overhead  wires  are  constantly  increasing  instead  ot  being 
diminished,  many  ol  them  seriously  interfere  with  our  lines,  and  are  a constant 
menace  to  our  firemen,  police  and  citizens. 

In  regard  to  our  storage  battery  which  was  installed  June  24,  1896,  I take 
pleasure  in  reporting  it  giving  pertect  satisfaction,  and  has  been  a saving  during 
this  time  of  over  $5,000,  against  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  old  gravity  battery 
and  has  more  than  measured  up  to  the  promise  made  by  the  contracting  parties. 

The  tower  striker  on  the  Phoenix  engine  house  which  has  been  condemned, 
and  to  which  I called  attention  in  my  last  report,  remain  in  an  unreliable  con- 
dition; and  I again  recommend  that  a new  striker  be  put  in  the  place  of  the 
old  one,  as  it  does  not  meet  with  the  requirements  of  our  improved  system  ot 
today.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  the  location  of  this  company  is  such  as 
to  make  it  almost  absolutely  necessary  for  the  information  of  the  members  of 
the  company. 

Again,  I would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  danger  arising  from 
the  too  close  proximity  of  our  wires  to  those  carrying  a high  potential  current. 
Camden,  New  Jersey  and  Germantown,  Pennsylvania  have  recently  met  with 
serious  accidents  originating  from  contact  with  said  dangerous  currents,  and 
have  crippled  and  killed  men  in  these  places,  and  those  at  headquarters  have 
been  seriously  shocked  at  the  same  time.  By  making  changes  and  improve- 
ments, removing  our  lines  from  these  objectionable  points  of  contact,  we  lessen 
the  liability  to  such  accidents  and  loss  of  life. 

These  changes  and  improvements  could  be  made  gradually,  so  as  to  not 
embarrass  the  financial  condition  of  our  appropriation,  and  would  surely  meet 
the  approval  of  those  whose  lives  are  constantly  in  jeoperdy,  as  well  as  the  tax 
payers  of  our  city. 

In  my  last  report  I recommended  that  the  city  purchase  their  own  tele- 
phones for  Police  Station,  City  Hall  and  Patrol  Station,  which  was  acted  upon 
immediately.  We  purchased  and  installed  forty -one  in  Police  Station,  one  at 
City  Hall  and  one  at  Patrol  Station,  thereby  relieving  the  Department  of  the 
annual  payment  of  $240.  These  instruments  are  giving  satisfaction  and  being 
fully  under  our  own  control,  we  are  getting  better  service. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  the  following  changes  and  improve- 
ments: New  fire  alarm  boxes  Nos.  163  and  164;  new  police  box  No.  212  have 

been  put  into  service. 

We  have  run  new  copper  wire  on  our  fire  alarm  circuits  from  Fourth  and 
Union  to  Kodney  street,  thence  to  No.  53  box,  Second  and  Hawley  streets. 

To  take  the  place  of  old  poles,  have  erected  two  new  ones  on  Linden  be- 
tween Jackson  and  NauBuren  streets.  One  pole  at  Elm  and  YanBuren  streets; 
five  poles  on  Fifth  avenue  from  Maryland  avenue  to  Coleman  street;  ten  new 
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poles  on  Thatcher  street  between  Eleventh  street  and  Vandever  avenue  in  order 
to  install  fire  alarm  box  No.  164  at  Vandever  avenue  and  Thatchefc  street;  five 
new  poles  on  Spruce  street  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets,  and  on  Seventh 
between  Spruce  and  Church  streets;  strung  new  copper  wire  on  fire  alarm  to 
take  the  place  of  old  iron  wire  from  Ninth  and  Lombard  streets  to  Seventh  and 
Railroad  avenue,  and  from  Seventh  and  Spruce  streets  to  Fourth  and  Spruce 
streets.  Moved  fire  alarm  box  No.  15  on  new  pole;  Sixth  and  Spruce  removed 
old  wire  and  poles. 

Run  new  copper  wire  to  take  the  place  of  old  iron  wire  from  Second  and 
Madison  streets  to  Jackson  street,  and  from  Second  and  Jackson  streets  to  Front 
and  Jackson  streets.  I made  change  on  East  Ninth,  Eleventh  and  Fourteenth 
streets  to  get  away  from  electric  light  wires,  by  removing  rotten  poles,  replacing 
same  with  higher  ones  in  order  to  clear  tree  and  get  above  dangerous  wires  in 
this  vicinity,  and  save  ourselves  from  frequent  burn-outs  caused  by  said  wires. 
Removed  fire  alarm  box  No.  21  from  old  pole  to  Delaware  and  Atlantic  pole  at 
Seventh  and  Railroad  avenue. 

Several  months  ago  we  received  a communication  from  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  stating  they  were  about  to  abandon  their  pole  line  from 
Third  and  Orange  streets  to  Front  street,  and  on  Front  street  to  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad,  numbering  sixty-eight  poles,  and  we  were  notified  to  remove 
our  wires  from  said  pole  line  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  their  com- 
munication. I insisted  that  as  they  were  to  abandon  their  line,  that  the  city 
had  a right  to  said  right  of  way,  and  after  a lengthy  correspondence  with  them 
finally  secured  possession  of  the  sixty-eight  poles  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a number  of  auxiliary  fire  alarm  boxes  con- 
nected with  our  system,  which  have  proven  a valuable  adjunct  to  facilitate 
turning  in  alarms  and  preventing  what  might  have  proven  disastrous  fires  and 
great  destruction  of  property. 

Some  of  our  banks  have  a connection  with  our  Police  System,  and  have 
found  it  to  their  advantage,  and  could  not  be  induced  to  do  without  the  service. 
Those  not  connected  should  be  importuned  to  have  connections  made,  that 
enables  them  to  notify  the  Police  Station  instantly  of  anything  requiring  im- 
mediate attention. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  seventy-three  alarms  of  fire,  no  fail- 
ures or  malicious  false  alarms,  and  out  of  a total  of  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  alarms  there  was  but  one  failure,  and  that  caused  by  a defective  cable. 

I desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board,  Chief  of  Police 
Massey,  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  to  Lineman  Frauk  S.  Hyland 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  shown  me  in  the  administration  of  my  duties.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 

Wilmington,  Del.,  July  i,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  Police  Commissioners,  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  to- 
gether with  such  suggestions  that  in  my  judgment  are  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  and  the  Department  as  well. 

The  following  pages  give  in  detail  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  past  year,  and  from  them  you  will  observe  that  the 
officers  have  performed  their  duties  in  a most  satisfactory  man- 

f* 

ner,  especially  when  you  take  into  consideration  that  the  present 
force  is  by  no  means  able  to  properly  police  the  city. 

The  citizens  of  Wilmington  should  understand  that  if  their 
lives  and  property  are  to  be  protected,  an  increase  of  not  less  than 
twenty  men  should  be  made  in  the  force  immediately.  A conser- 
J vative  estimate  of  the  population  of  this  city  at  the  present  time  is 
about  85,000,  and  we  have  but  sixty-two  men  for  street  duty,  giv- 
ing us  one  patrolman  to  each  1371  of  population. 

No  increase  has  been  made  in  the  force  since  1897  when  nine 
men  were  added  by  resolution  of  City  Council.  However,  the  city 
has  expanded  in  every  direction ; in  the  Ninth  ward  alone  over  500 
new  houses  have  been  built  or  are  now  in  course  of  erection,  to- 
gether with  the  new  shops  of  the  P.,  B.  & W.  Railroad  Company, 
which  will  increase  the  property  valuation  in  that  ward  about  two 
million  dollars. 

I therefore  again  urgently  recommend  that  the  Board  peti- 
tion City  Council  for  authority  to  increase  the  number  of  patrol- 
men by  adding  at  least  twenty  new  men,  and  with  such  an  in- 
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crease  I am  positive  that  we  can  police  the  city  for  some  years  to 
come  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

I desire  to  thank  the  Honorable  Comimssioners  for  the  sup- 
port and  encouragement  afforded  me  at  all  times,  also  the  Judge 
and  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  to  Mr.  Frank  Stout,  the 
Special  Agent  of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  for  their  most  courteous  and  valuable  assistance. 

I take  pleasure  in  commending  to  you  the  Captains  and  all 
other  members  of  the  Department  for  their  faithful  attention  to 
duty,  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  the 
duties  entrusted  to  them.

Superintendent  Fire  and  Police  TelegrapH. 

Wilmington,  Del.,  June  30,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  tenth  annual  Report, 
covering  the  operations  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1903.  The  system  comprises  the  following: 

POLICE  TELEGRAPH. 

One  cabinet  in  Police  Station,  containing  switchboard,  regis- 
ter and  duplicate  patrol  wagon  call. 

One  indicator  in  patrol  station. 

Forty-two  police  reporting  stations. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Eleven  engine  house  gongs. 

Sixteen  tapper  gongs. 

Twelve  indicators. 

Five  bells  and  strikers. 

One  six-inch  circuit  repeater. 

Seventy-two  lire  alarm  stations. 

Forty-six  police  stations. 

Three  cables  and  cable  boxes. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  miles  of  line  wire. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  cells  of  storage  battery. 

Total  value  of  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  System,  $38,735.00. 

WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  following  new  boxes  were  erected  during  the  year: 

Fire  alarm  box  No.  225,  Eleventh  and  Union  streets,  April 
30th. 
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Fire  alarm  box  No.  226,  Rising  Sun  Lane  and  Twentieth 
street,  April  30th. 

Fire  alarm  box  No.  224,  Vandever  avenue  and  Pine  street, 
May  1 2th. 

Police  box  No.  214,  Thirty-fifth  street  and  the  Railroad, 
June  8th. 

Police  box  No.  215,  Eden  Park,  June  8th. 

I also  moved  police  box  No.  15  from  New  Castle  avenue  and 
A street  to  Townsend  and  A streets;  and  police  box  No.  53  from 
Eighteenth  street  and  Woodlawn  avenue  to  Green  Hill  Lane. 

In  making  these  changes  the  old  booths  were  condemned 
and  sold  as  scrap  iron  to  William  B.  Norton  for  $4.50  each. 

In  the  performance  of  this  work  eighteen  new  poles  were 
erected  from  New  Castle  avenue  and  A street  to  Eden  Park;  three 
new  poles  between  Sixteenth  and  Claymont  streets  and  the  Rail- 
road; ten  new  poles  on  Vandever  avenue  from  Thatcher  to  Pine 
streets;  one  new  pole  on  DuPont  lot  at  Nineteenth  street  and 
Rising  Sun  Lane. 

In  order  to  save  expense  and  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the 
erection  of  unnecessary  unsightly  poles,  I availed  myself  of  the 
use  of  Delaware  & Atlantic  poles  from  Sixteenth  street  and  the 
Railroad  to  Thirty-fifth  street  and  the  Railroad ; also,  of  the  poles 
of  the  same  company  from  Eighth  and  Broome  to  Eighth  and 
Union  streets,  thence  to  Eleventh  and  Union.  I also'  availed  my- 
self of  the  use  of  Delmarvia  poles  from  Eighteenth  street  and 
Woodlawn  avenue  to  Nineteenth  street  and  Rising  Sun  Lane; 
thence  on  two  poles  of  the  Delaware  & Atlantic  on  Rising  Sun 
Lane.  Through  this  accommodation  there  was  a saving  to  the 
city  in  labor  and  material  of  about  $600. 

July  23,  1902,  I put  in  service  at  the  temporary  quarters  of 
the  Brandywine  Fire  Company,  No.  10,  one  combination  gong 
and  indicator. 

August  20,  1902,  I placed  in  service  at  the  temporary  quar- 
ters of  the  Union  Fire  Company,  at  Front  and  Union  streets,  one 
combined  gong  and  indicator. 

On  July  15,  1902,  the  feed  wire  of  the  Peoples  Railway  came 
in  contact  with  the  fire  alarm  pipe  at  Sixth  and  Tatnall  streets. 
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and  burned  out  three  fire  alarm  boxes.  They  were  repaired  at 
once  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  Peoples  Railway  Company  and 
promptly  paid  by  General  Manager  Richard  W.  Crook. 

November  29,  1902,  I installed  at  the  Police  Patrol  Station, 
on  French  street  above  Front,  a Gamewell  Patrol  Stable  Outfit, 
with  improved  recording  machine,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
Gaynor  system  in  use  there.  This  change  removed  the  last  ves- 
tige of  the  former  Gaynor  system  of  police  telegraph  in  this  city, 
which  had  been  installed  a number  of  years  ago,  and  had  long 
since  outlived  its  usefulness. 

On  November  29,  1902,  on  account  of  the  Wilmington  City 
Electric  Company  extending  its  lines  at  Fourteenth  and  Scott 
streets,  its  wires  came  in  contact  with  the  fire  alarm  line,  badly 
burning  box  No.  112.  The  cost  of  repairs  was  promptly  paid  by 
the  Electric  Company. 

The  sleet  storm  of  December  13  and  14,  1902,  inflicted  dam- 
age to  the.  lines  of  our  system  to  the  extent  of  $166.  This  inci- 
dent goes  to  show  the  economy,  as  well  as  the  importance,  of  hav- 
ing our  wires  placed  under  ground. 

On  December  9,  1902,  I had  the  wires  of  our  system  moved 
out  of  the  way  of  Ryan  & Kelly,  contractors  for  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  elevated  structure,  at  their  expense. 

On  February  4,  1903,  at  5 o’clock  p.  m.,  a cyclone  swept 
through  the  southeasterly  section  of  the  city,  and  inflicted  damage 
to  the  wires  of  our  system  to  the  extent  of  $121.  This  is  another 
incident  that  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  placing  our  wires  under 
ground. 

I desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  which  I made  verbally 
to  your  honorable  body  some  time  ago,  that  the  cabinet  oper- 
ators at  headquarters  be  constituted  linemen,  subject  to  call  as 
such  when  the  work  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  demands, 
during  which  time  their  places  as  operators  may  be  filled  by  other 
members  of  the  police  force. 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  would  at  times  save  considerable 
sums  of  money  to  the  city.  It  is  in  use  in  other  cities  and  has 
been  found  to  work  in  a most  satisfactory  manner. 

I also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1896  I 
recommended  the  substitution  of  the  storage  battery  for  the  grav- 
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ity  battery  then  in  use.  The  recommendation  was  adopted  and 
the  storage  battery  put  in  on  June  24,  1896.  In  January  and 
February,  1900,  I renewed  the  positive  plates  of  the  fire  alarm 
battery,  and  those  of  the  police  battery  in  June,  1900.  These  two 
renewals  were  made  at  a cost  of  $390.  The  new  storage  battery 
was  guaranteed  for  three  years,  but  the  negative  plates  held  out 
unimpaired  for  seven  years.  The  entire  battery,  however,  will 
have  to  be  renewed  in  the  near  future,  at  a cost  of  $784.  The 
total  cost  of  oprating  this  storage  battery  for  seven  years  is  only 
what  it  cost  to  operate  the  old  gravity  battery  each  year,  hereby 
effecting  a saving  to  the  city  in  this  time  of  $8,400.  This  saving 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  did  not  have  to  increase  the  battery 
whenever  our  lines  were  extended,  as  was  the  case  under  the  old 
gravity  battery  system. 

I would  also  recommend  that  new  fire  alarm  boxes  be  placed 
at  Eleventh  and  Jefferson  streets,  Fourth  and  Shipley  streets  and 
Eighth  and  Lincoln  streets. 

After  the  sleet  storms  of  February  21  and  March  5,  1902,  the 
fire  alarm  lines  were  renewed  with  insulated  copper  wire.  With 
this  change  and  the  work  that  has  since  been  done,  I am  enabled 
to  report,  with  great  pleasure,  that  the  entire  line  is  now  in  a first- 
class  condition,  with  the  exception  that  about  one  dozen  new 
poles  will  have  to  be  placed  before  the  winter  weather  sets  in. 

The  telephones  which  I recommended  to  be  purchased  for 
our  police  boxes  are  giving  satisfaction  and  is  a net  saving  of  $240 
per  year. 

My  appropriation  this  year  was  overdrawn  about  $400  on 
account  of  purchases  made  which  were  not  included  in  my  esti- 
mate made  to  you,  as  follows:

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UNDERGROUND  WIRES. 

In  my  previous  annual  report  I dwelt  at  some  length,  and 
with  all  the  force  of  argument  at  my  command,  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  placing  the  wires  of  our  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  system 
underground,  at  least  in  the  solidly  built  up  portions  of  the  city. 
I desire  to  renew  that  recommendation  most  earnestly.  Every- 
thing that  I urged  a year  ago  is  applicable  to  the  present  condi- 
tions, even  more  so,  for  the  longer  the  system  is  in  operation  the 
more  imperative  becomes  the  necessity  of  placing  the  wires  un- 
derground, in  order  to  insure  the  working  of  the  system  during 
heavy  storms  and  guarding  it  against  damage  therefrom.  It  is 
apparent  to  all  who  have  any  knowledge  of  the  subject,  among 
whom  are  the  members  of  your  honorable  body,  that  the  fire  loss 
consequent  upon  the  interruption  of  our  fire  alarm  service  by  a 
single  storm  might  at  any  time  impose  a loss  upon  our  citizens 
many  times  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  placing  our  wires  under- 
ground. It  is  also  a fact  that  the  constant  damage  sustained  by 
our  overhead  wires  from  severe  storms  is  more  than  sufficient  to 
cover  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  installing  an  underground  sys- 
tem, while  the  damage  from  a single  storm  may,  at  any  time, 
equal  or  exceed  the  cost  of  such  a system. 

During  my  recent  visit  to  Richmond,  Va.,  I made  a careful 
inspection  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  system  of  that  city, 
which  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  country  for  a city  of  that  size. 
Richmond  has  already  recognized  the  necessity  of  an  under- 
ground system  for  its  wires  by  starting  the  work,  and  during  the 
past  year,  under  a special  appropriation  of  $20,000  made  for  the 
purpose,  placed  four  and  one-half  miles  of  its  fire  and  police  tele- 
graph wires  under  ground.  As  far  as  possible,  according  to  the 
report  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Thompson,  superintendent  of  the  system,  the 
wires  were  installed  in  the  conduit  of  the  Southern  Bell  Telephone 
Company,  but  in  cases  where  these  subways  did  not  extend  to  or 
in  the  neighborhoods  necessary  for  the  fire  and  police  cables  to 
reach  their  destination,  the  city  constructed  its  own  subways  and 
manholes. 

In  the  city  of  Wilmington  the  Delaware  & Atlantic  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company  is  continuing  the  laying  of  its 
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conduits  for  underground  wires,  and  in  the  prosecution  of  its 
work,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  franchise  granted  it  for 
the  purpose,  a duct  for  the  wires  of  the  city  is  reserved  in  each 
conduit.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  in  the  work  of  placing  the 
wires  of  the  fire  and  police  telegraph  system  underground,  the 
city  would  be  at  no  expense  for  laying  conduits,  excepting  in 
neighborhoods  not  covered  by  the  telephone  operations  and 
where  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  connections  of  the  fire  and 
police  system.  But  these  neighborhoods  are  so  few,  that  I am 
convinced  that  the  entire  work  of  placing  the  wires  of  our  system 
underground  within  the  solidly  built  up  portions  of  the  city  could 
be  accomplished  at  a cost  exceedingly  small  compared  with  the 
immense  value  of  the  improvement.  Most  earnestly,  therefore, 
do  I rcommend  that  the  change  be  made. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  that  a horse  and  a 
light  construction  wagon  be  purchased  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  system,  as  they  are  badly  needed. 
Other  cities  have  them  and  find  them  a real  economy,  as  I am 
sure  the  city  of  Wilmington  would.  What  we  pay  for  the  hire  of 
teams  for  temporary  purposes  would  more  than  pay  for  the  keep 
of  a horse  and  the  maintenance  of  a wagon  especially  adapted  to 
the  work  of  this  department. 

I desire  to  recognize  the  valuable  services  of  Lineman  Frank 
S.  Hyland,  who  has  worked  faithfully  and  to  the  interests  of  this 
department  ever  since  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office. 
In  every  manner  possible  he  has  co-operated  with  me  in  efforts  to 
keep  the  system  up  to  the  highest  state  of  efficiency.  I cordially 
and  earnestly  recommend  that  his  salary  be  advanced  to  $900  per 
annum,  the  same  as  is  attached  to  offices  of  this  character  in  other 
places.  He  fully  deserves  this  substantial  recognition  of  his 
worth. 

CONCLUSION. 

During  the  year  there  were  seventy-eight  alarms  of  fire  with 
no  failures  or  malicious  alarms.  This  makes  a total  of  734  alarms 
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in  nine  years,  with  only  two  failures — one  caused  by  a defective 
cable  and  the  other  by  outside  line  trouble. 

I desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  your  honorable  body,  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  all  members  of  the  force,  and  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  their  cordial  co-opera- 
tion in  the  work  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Telegraph.

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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


WlTMINGTON,  DKT.,  August  1,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

GknttKmkn: — I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1st,  1903,  and 
ending  June  30th,  1904,  together  with  such  suggestions  and 
recommendations  that  in  my  opinion  are  necessary  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  of  the  department,  and  be  beneficial  to  the  City  as 
well. 

Before  entering  into  the  statistical  part  of  my  report,  I beg 
to  say  that  the  discipline  of  the  force  is  good,  the  officers  and 
patrolmen  being  well  acquainted  with  their  duties,  and  faithfully 
perform  them,  during  the  year  but  11  patrolmen  were  called 
before  your  honorable  body  for  violating  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department,  of  this  number  two  resigned  from  the  force, 
four  were  fined  from  one  to  fifteen  days  pay,  and  five  were  repri- 
manded and  cautioned.  This  shows  a marked  improvement, 
which  I trust  will  continue  during  the  coming  year. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  were  3792,  an 
increase  over  the  year  previous  of  270,  the  increase  however  being 
principally  in  the  minor  offenses. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  lost  but  one  of  its 
members  by  death,  Patrolman  James  C.  Shields.  The  record  of 
Patrolman  Shields  is  one  well  worthy  of  praise,  he  had  the  respect 
of  his  superior  officers,  of  all  members  of  the  force,  and  of  our 
citizens  generally,  and  by  his  death  the  department  lost  an  honest, 
faithful  and  fearless  officer. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I would  again  suggest  to  the  Board  the  necessity  of  increas- 
ing the  force,  its  numerical  strength  is  not  sufficient  to  give  our 
citizens  proper  protection,  the  districts  are  much  too  large  to  be 
properly  patrolled  by  the  number  of  men  we  now  have,  serious 
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crimes  could  easily  be  committed  on  one  end  of  a district  before 
an  officer  could  return  from  the  other  end.  It  is  a fact  that  some 
sections  of  the  city  are  wholly  without  police  protection,  and  that 
people  living  in  such  sections  have  been  for  several  years  past 
asking  for  an  increase  in  the  force  in  order  that  they  can  get  pro- 
tection. 

I therefore  urgently  ask  that  the  number  of  patrolmen  be  at 
once  increased  by  the  addition  of  at  least  thirty  policemen,  this 
would  then  give  us  ninety- two  patrolmen,  with  this  increase  we 
would  still  have  less  patrolmen  than  cities  of  the  same  class  as 
Wilmington,  as  shown  in  the  following  statement  taken  from  the 
latest  records:

I would  therefore  ask  that  you  again  take  the  matter  up  with 
the  City  Council,  and  request  of  them  the  necessary  authority  to 
make  the  addition  of  at  least  thirty  patrolmen  to  the  force  as 
speedily  as  possible. 

I would  also  suggest  that  the  Board  lease  a suitable  building 
in  the  vicinity  of  Second  and  French  streets,  and  convert  it  into 
a modern  patrol  station,  the  present  quarters  in  my  opinion  are 
much  too  small  for  the  accommodation  of  the  six  horses  and  three 
wagons. 

I would  also  ask  that  rubber  tires  be  placed  on  the  two  patrol 
wagons,  the  wagons  are  very  heavy,  and  make  considerable  noise 
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when  running  over  the  paved  streets  at  night,  and  the  placing  of 
rubber  tires  on  them  would  be  very  much  appreciated  by  our 
citizens. 

I would  suggest  that  the  Board  purchase  a light  buggy  and 
harness  for  the  use  of  the  Department,  we  are  often  called  upon 
to  go  outside  of  the  city  in  search  of  persons  wanted  for  some 
offense  committed  in  the  city,  and  by  having  our  own  buggy  we 
could  save  considerable  in  carriage  hire. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would  again  recommend  the  establishment  of  a Detective 
Bureau,  we  have  now  sufficient  work  for  at  least  four  plain 
clothes  men,  and  by  the  establishment  of  a detective  corps  we 
could  materially  lessen  the  work  of  district  officers,  and  give  them 
more  time  to  do  such  work  as  is  required  of  them.  All  warrants 
should  be  served  and  all  complaints  of  a serious  nature  could  be 
investigated  in  a more  satisfactory  manner  by  officers  in  plain 
clothes,  than  by  uniformed  patrolmen.  In  perusing  the  annual 
reports  of  other  Police  Departments  you  will  find  that  Wilming- 
ton stands  alone  in  this  respect,  we  being  about  the  only  city  not 
having  a detective  corps,  I would  therefore  earnestly  ask  that 
you  take  this  matter  up  in  the  near  future,  and  if  possible  to  pass 
a resolution  empowering  me  to  create  such  a bureau. 

I would  recommend  that  during  the  months  of  July,  August 
and  September  that  officers  be  furnished  with  an  unlined  serge 
uniform  coat,  as  the  uniform  coat  now  worn  is  much  too  heavy 
for  wear  during  the  extreme  warm  season.  Officers  usually  go 
about  during  this  season  with  unbuttoned  coats  and  as  a conse- 
quence present  a slovenly  appearance,  whereas  a light  coat  could 
be  kept  buttoned,  and  still  not  be  too  warm. 

I would  ask  that  some  steps  be  taken  towards  having  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  the  resolutions  of  the  Street  and  Sewer, 
Health  and  Water  Departments  codified  and  printed  for  the  use 
of  this  Department,  during  the  past  few  years  considerable  change 
has  been  made  in  the  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  we  are 
frequently  compelled  to  hunt  over  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  in  order  to  find  the  necessary  laws  to  prosecute 
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offenders,  this  matter  in  my  opinion  should  have  the  attention  of 
the  proper  persons  as  speedily  as  possible.

Wilmington,  Del.,  August  1,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissio?iers  : 

Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  System,  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1st,  1903,  and  ending  June  30th,  1904,  together 
with  such  suggestions  as  in  my  opinion  are  necessary  for  the 
betterment  of  the  service.  The  system  comprises  the  following: 

POLICE  TELEGRAPH. 

One  Gamewell  Police  reporting  cabinet,  complete. 

One  indicator  in  Patrol  Station. 

Forty-two  police  reporting  boxes. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Nine  engine  house  indicators. 

Three  combination  engine  house  indicators  and  gongs. 

Nine  engine  house  gongs. 

Eighteen  tapper  gongs. 

Six  tower  bells  and  strikers. 

Seventy-four  fire  alarm  boxes. 

One  hundred  and  forty  miles  of  line  wire. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  cells  of  storage  battery. 

Value  of  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  System,  $39,135. 

On  August  11th,  1903,  Mr.  William  T.  Gray,  was  appointed 
as  a lineman  in  this  department,  and  his  appointment  has  saved 
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the  city  considerable  money,  as  previous  to  his  appointment  it 
was  often  necessary  to  employ  additional  help,  and  by  having 
two  linemen  it  enables  us  to  keep  our  lines  in  good  condition. 

WORK  DONE  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

August  29,  1903.  Moved  poles  and  wires  out  of  the  way 
of  the  P.,  B.  & W.  R.  R.  tracks  at  New  Castle  avenue  and  D 
street. 

September  16,  1903.  Old  booth  at  Eighteenth  and  Market 
streets  condemned  and  sold  to  W.  B.  Norton,  as  scrap  iron. 

October  7,  1904.  Moved  police  booth  from  Sixteenth  and 
Claymont  streets,  to  Thirteenth  and  Claymont  streets. 

October  30,  1903.  Moved  police  and  fire  alarm  lines  out  of 
the  way  of  Ryan  & Kelley,  contractors  for  the  P.,  B.  & W.  R.R. 

November  11,  1903.  Moved  police  and  fire  alarm  lines  out 
of  the  way  of  the  contractors  for  the  P.,  B.  & W.  R.  R.  Co.,  at 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  streets  and  Railroad  avenue. 

November  21,  1903.  Rebuilt  lines  destroyed  by  fire  at 
Eleventh  and  Union  streets,  three  fire  alarm  and  four  police 
boxes  out  of  service  for  several  days. 

January  16,  1904.  Booth  21,  at  Front  and  Market  streets, 
broken  off  by  team  running  into  it,  it  was  condemned  and  sold 
to  W.  B.  Norton,  as  scrap  iron. 

March  12,  1904.  Cable  at  Third  Street  Bridge  was  cut 
by  telephone  linemen,  took  same  up  and  repaired  break  and 
relayed  it. 

April  3,  1904.  Rebuilt  police  and  fire  alarm  lines  torn 
down  by  P.,  B.  & W.  R.  R.  contractors,  at  Third  and  Church 
streets. 

April  27,  1904.  Wires  at  Third  and  Church  streets  came  in 
contact  with  electric  light  wires,  burning  out  three  police  boxes 
and  the  cable  at  Eleventh  Street  Bridge,  repaired  the  lines  and 
police  boxes,  and  made  temporary  repairs  to  the  cable. 

May  3,  1904.  Built  new  police  lines  on  Vandever  avenue, 
from  Pine  to  Thatcher  street,  and  abandoned  old  line  from 
Market  to  Pine  street,  which  had  been  on  electric  light  poles. 

May  23,  1904.  Placed  new  fire  alarm  box  No.  231  in  ser- 
vice at  New  Castle  avenue  and  D street. 
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June  10,  1904.  Placed  new  fire  alarm  box  No.  235  in  ser- 
vice at  the  Wilmington  Malleable  Iron  Co.’s  works,  at  their 
expense. 

June  17,  1904.  Pulled  in  new  cable  at  Eleventh  Street 
Bridge,  to  replace  the  old  cable  burnt  out  during  the  storm  on 
April  27th. 

During  the  year  we  had  but  one  false  alarm  of  fire,  box  114 
at  Fifth  and  Washington  streets,  was  struck  by  some  unknown 
person,  and  the  key  was  broken  off  in  the  lock,  we  were  unable 
to  ascertain  who  owned  the  key,  as  it  was  not  numbered. 

The  horse  and  wagon  purchased  for  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year  was  a step  in  the  right  direction,  the  amount 
formerly  paid  for  team  hire  more  than  pays  for  the  keep  of  our 
horse  and  the  maintenance  of  the  wagon. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

I would  suggest  that  new  cables  be  purchased  for  use  at 
Third  Street  Bridge,  and  at  King  street.  The  cable  crossing  the 
river  at  Third  Street  was  purchased  several  years  ago,  but  is 
unarmored,  and  at  King  street  we  are  working  through  the  Del- 
marvia  Telephone  Co.’s  cable,  and  I would  ask  that  two  sub- 
marine armored  cables  be  purchased  for  this  work. 

I would  also  suggest  that  an  effort  be  made  to  get  possession 
of  the  room  in  the  City  Hall,  now  occupied  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  for  the  purpose  of  moving  our  switchboards 
and  other  fire  alarm  machinery  from  the  basement,  in  order  to 
get  away  from  the  fumes  of  the  storage  batteries,  the  dampness 
in  the  basement  has  done  considerable  damage  to  our  instruments. 
In  their  present  location  they  are  liable  to  fail  us  at  any  time, 
and  in  moving  to  the  room  above-mentioned  we  could  obviate  all 
this  trouble,  and  save  the  city  considerable  expense. 

I would  recommend  that  fire  alarm  boxes  be  placed  at  Del- 
aware avenue  and  Jefferson  streets,  Fourth  and  Market  streets, 
Eighth  and  Lincoln  streets,  Thirty-third  and  Market  streets, 
Twenty-fourth  and  Jessup  streets,  and  Tenth  and  Franklin 
streets. 

I would  also  recommend  that  the  Board  make  an  effort  to 
secure  an  extra  appropriation  from  the  City  Council  every  year 
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for  the  purpose  of  putting  our  wires  underground.  By  granting 
an  extra  appropriation  of  about  $2,500  each  year,  we  could  place 
at  least  one  mile  of  cable  underground  every  year,  and  by  doing 
this  we  could,  in  about  ten  years,  have  all  our  lines  in  the  prin- 
cipal parts  of  the  city  underground. 

CONCLUSION. 

I desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  your  honorable  board,  to 
the  chief  of  police  and  all  members  of  the  police  force,  to  the 
chief  engineer  and  his  assistants,  and  all  members  of  the  Fire 
Department,  for  their  cordial  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  System.  I also  desire  to  return 
thanks  to  Lineman  William  T.  Gray  for  his  interest  in  the  work, 
and  his  willing  response  to  my  call  at  all  times.
